That we henceforth be no more Children iofaé 
to and fro, and carrted about with every Wind of Dow 
clrine by the flight of Men and cunning Craftinefs 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive ; but peaking tha

Q. What do you mean by Apoftolical Traditions ? 

. A. All fuch Points of Faith or Church Difcipline 
| which were taught or eftablifh’d by the Apoftles, and 
ih carefully been prefery’d in the Church ever 
ince. 

_— -Q. What Difference is there between Apoftolical 
» and Ecclefiattical Traditions. ? 

A. The Difference is this, that 4po/folical Tradi- 
tions are thofe which had their Origin or Inftitu- 
tion from the Apoftles: Such as Infants Baptifm,. 
the Lord’s Day, receiving the Sacrament fafting, Ge. 
Ecclefiaftical Traditions are fuch as had their Inftitu-. 
‘tion from the Church, as Holidays and Fafts or-. - 
dain’d:- by the Church. 

Q. How are we to know what Traditions are 
truly Apoftolical and what not ? 

A, In the fame Manner and by the fame Autho- 
rity by which we know what Scriptures are Apofto- 
lical, and what not. That is, by the Authority of 
- the Apoftolick Church guided by the unerring Spirit 

of God. 
| Q. But why frould not the Scripture alone be the 
Rule of our Faith, without having Recourje to Apo- 
fiolical Traditions ? - 

A. 1. Becaufe without the Help of Apoftolical 
Tradition, we cannot fo much as tell what is Scrip- 
ture and what not. 2. Becaufe Infants Baptifm and 
feveral other neceflary Articles,are either not at all’ 
contain’d in Scripture, or at leaft are not plain in 
the Scripture without the Help of ‘Tradition. 

Q. What Scripture can you bring in faveur of 
Tradition ? 

A. Therefore Brethren fland faft, and hold the 
Traditions which ye have been taught, whether by 
Word or our Epiftle, 2 Thell.

But this Remembrance is no Ways oppo- 
fite to the real Prefence of Chri/?’s Body and 
Blood : On the contrary what better Remembrance 
‘an there be of Chri/’s Death and Paffion, thatr 
to receive under the facramental Veils the fame 
Body and Blood in which he fuffer’d for us? 
Q. Why then do you blame Proteftants for taking 
the Sacrament‘in Remembrance of Chrift? . 
4, We don’t blame them for taking it in Remem- 
brance of him: But we blame them for taking it-as 
a bare Remembrance, fo as to exclude the Reality 
of his Body and Blood. That is, we blame thera 
for taking the Remembrance and leaving out the Sub-

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ftance ; whereas the Words of Chriff require that 
they fhould acknowledge both. 

Q. But how is it poffible that the Sacrament Should 
contain the real Body and Blood of Chrift ? 

A. Becaufe nothing is impoflible to the Almigh- 
ty; and it is the higheft Rafhnefs,’ not to fay 
Blafphemy, for poor Worms of the Earth to dil-

Church long before 
our Saviour’s Coming ; and the Chriftian Church 
from the very Beginning in all Ages and all Nations 
has offer’d Prayers and Sacrifice for the repofe and 
relief of the Faithful departed : as appears in regard

We believe in him alone ; we hope in him alone 
we love him above all ‘Things. To him alone we 
pay our Homage of divine Adoration, Praife and 
Sacrifice.

Apoftle 1 Cor. 13, v. 8. it is the Property of the 
yertue of Charity not to be loft in Heaven, as. 
Faith and Hope are there loft ; Charity, faith St. 
Paul, never faileth, On the contrary this hea- 
‘venly Virtue-is perfected in Heaven where by fee- 
ing God Face to Face the Soul is enflamed with a 
moft ardent Love for God, and for his fake loves 
exceedingly hs Children, her Brethren here be- 
low: How then can the Saints in Heaven having 
fo perfect a Charity for us not pray for us, fince 
the very firft Thing that Charity prompts a Perfon 
to do, % to feek to fuccour and aflift thofe whom 
he loves ? 
sthly, Becaufe we find, S. Luke 16, v. 27, 28. 
The rich Glutton in Hell petitioning in favour of 
‘his -five Brethren here upon Earth: How much 
more are we to believe that the Saints in Heaven 
interceed for their Brethren here ? 
6thly, Becaufe Revel. 6, v. 10. The Souls of the 
Martyrs pray for Juttice againft their Perfecutors 
who had put them to Death: How much more 
do they pray for Mercy for the faithful Children 
of the Church? 
7thlv, In fine, becaufe our Lord Luke 16, v. 9, 
tells us make to your/elves Friends of the Marmion 
of Unrigrécounefs ; that when ye fail, they mav re 
3 Live 
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ceive you into everlafting Habitations. Where he 
‘gives us to-underftand, that the Servants of God, 
whom we have help’d by our Alms, after they 
themfelves have got to Heaven, help and affift us 
to enter into that everlafting Kingdom.

Q. What do you mean ly the Invocation of Saints? 

4, 1 mean fuch Petitions or Requefts ag are 
made to defire their Prayers and Interceflion for us. 

Q. Do Catholicks pray to Saints ? 

A. If by praying to Sdints, you mean addrefling 
_ourfelves to them as to the Authors or Difpofers 


ef Grace and Glory, or, in fuch Manner as te - 


fuppofe that they ,have any Power to help us inde- 
pendently of God’s good Will and Pleafure, we 
don’t pray to thes: : But condemn ail fuch Addrefies 
as fuperftitious and impious. But if by praiing te 
Saints you mean no more than defiring them to 
-pray to God for us, in this Senfe we hold it both 
good and profitable to pray tothe Saints 2 , 

Q. How do you prove that it is good and profitable 


to defire the Saints and Angels in Heaven to pray - 


yo God for us ? 

A, Becaufe it is good and profitable to defire the 
Servants of Gcd here upon Earth to pray for us; 
For the Prayer of a righteous Adan availeth much. 
S. ‘Fames 5, v. 16. Mofes by his Prayers obtained 


Merey for the Children of frac] Exed. 32, v.11, — 


14, And Samuel by his Prayers defeated the Phi- 
liflines 1 Samuel 7, V. 859, 19. Hence St. Paul in 
almott all his Epiitles defires the Faithful to pray 
for him. Rom, 15; v. 30. Eph. 6, v. 18, 19, 1 Lhef. 
5, v. 25. feb. 13, v. 13. And God himéelf, Fob 
42, v. 8. commanded Eliphaz and his two Friends 
to go to fob, that ‘fod fhould pray for them,” pro- 
mifing to accept of his Prayers. Now if it be ac- 
ceptable to God, and good and profitable to our- 
felyes to feek the Prayers and Interceflion of God’s 

Seryants 
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Servants here on Earth, muft it not be much more 
fo to feek the Prayers and Interceflion of the Saints 
in Heaven} fince both their Charity for us, and 
their Credit and Intéreft with God is much greater 
now than when they were here upon Earth. 

Q. But does it not argue a want of Confidence 
in the infinite Gosdne/s of God and the fuperabound- 
ing Merits of Jefus Chrift our Redeemer, to ad- 
drefs ourfelues to the Saints for their Prayers arid 
Interceffion 2. : 

A. No mcre than to addre’s ourfelves to our 

Brethren here below, as Proteftants do when they 
defire the Prayers of the Congregatien ; fince we 
efire no more of the Saints, than what we de- 
fire of our Brethren here below, viz. that they 
would pray for us and with us to the infinite Good- 
nefs of God who is both our Father and their Fa- 
ther, our Lord and their Lord, by the Merits of 
his Son ‘Fe/fus Chrif? who is both our Mediator and 
their Mediator. For tho’ the Goodnets of God 
and the Merits of Cbrift he infinite, yet as this 
is not to exempt us from frequent Prayer for our- 
jelves fo much recommended in Scripture, fo °tis 
no Reafon for our being backward in fecking the 
Prayers of others whether in Heaven or Earth, 
that fo God may have the Honour and we the Be- 
nefit of fo many more Prayers. 

Q. But 1s there no Danger by adting thus of giving 
to the Saints the Honour which belongs to God alone? 

A. No’tis evident that to defire the Prayers and 
Interceffion of the Saints is by no Means giving 
them an Honour which belongs to God alone : S6 
far from it, that it would even be aBlafphemy to beg: 
“of Godto pray for us; becaufe whofoever defircs 
any one to pray for bim for the obtaining of a Grace 
or Blefling, fuppofes the Perfon to whom he thus 
addrefles himfelf to be inferior and dependent. of 
fome other by whom this Grace or Blefling is to be 


beftowed. 
Q. Have 
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Q. Have you any Reajon to think that the Saints 
and Angels have any Knowledge of your Addreffes or 
Petitions made to them ? ; 

A. Yes we have. 1/7, Becaufe our Lord affures 
usS. Luke 15, v.10. That there is Foy in the Pre- 
fence of the Angels of God, over one Sinner that re- 
pentetb. For if they rejoice at our Repentance 
coniequently they have a Knowledge of our Re- 
pentance ; and if they have a Knowledge of our 
Repentance, what Reafon can we have to doubt 
of their knowing our Petitions alfo? And what 
is here faid of the Angels is alfo to be unceritocd 
of the Saints, of whom our Jord tells us S. Luke 
20, ¥. 36. That they are egual unto the Angels. 

zdly, Becaufe the Angels of God, who,.as we 
have already feen, are our Guardians, are always 
amorgft us, and therefore cannot be ignorant of 
cur Requefts: efpecially finee as we -have alfo feen 
from Rev. 5,v. 8, and 8, v. 4. both Angcls and 
Saints offer up our Prayers before the Throne of 
God, and therefore muft needs know them. 

3dly, Becaufe it appears from Rev. 11, V. 35. 
ard Rev: 19, Vv. 1, and 2. ‘That the Inhabitants of 
Heaven know what pafleth upon Earth. Hence 
St. Pawt 1 Cor. 4, v. 9. fpeaking of himfelf and his 
fellow Apoftles faith, We are made a Spectacle unto 
the World. and to Angels and to Men. 

4thly, We cannot fuppofe that the Saints and 
Angels, who enjoy the Light of Glory can be ig- 
rerant of fuch Things, as the Prophets and Ser- 
vants of God in this World have often known by 
the Light of Grace, and even the very Devils by 
the Light of Nature alone: Since the ‘Light of 
Glory is fo. much more perfect than the Light of 
Grace or Nature, according to the Apoftle 1 Cor, 
32, v.12. For now we fee thro’ a Glafs darkly; 
hit then Face to Face: Now 1 know in part; but 
thea frall I know even as alo l am known : That is 
by a mof perfect Knowledge. Hence + ohm 3, 

¥. 2. 


Ab 
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v. 2. It is written we /ball be like him (God) 
Sor we fall fee him as be is. Now ’tis certain that 
the Servants of God in this World by a fpeciat 
Light of Grace have often known Things that 
pais’d at a great Diftance, as Blijha 2 Kings 5. knew 
what paifs’d between Naaman and his Servant Ge- 
haxi, and 2 Kings 6, what wasdone in the King 
of Syria his private Chamber. *Tis alfo certain that 
the Devils by the meer Light of Nature know what 
paffes amongft us as appears by the Correfpondence 
they hold with Magicians, and by their being:our 
Acculers, Rev. 12, v.. ro, Therefore we cannot 
reafonably queftion but that the Saints in Heaven 
know the Petitions which we addrefs unto them. 
sth, In fine, becauie it is weak reatoning 
to argue from our corporal «Hearing (the Ob- 
ject of which being Sound, that is, a Motion or 
-Undulation of the Air, cannot reach beyond a cer- 
tain Diftance) to the Hearing of Spirits which is 
independent on Sound, and confequently in depen- 
dent of Diftance: Tho’ the Manner of it be 
hard enough to explicate to thofe who know no 
other Hearing but that of the corporal Ear. 

Q. Have you any other Warrant in Scripture for. 
the Invocation of Anzels and Saints ? 

A, Yes we have the. Example of God’s beft Ser- 
vants. Thus ‘facob Gen. 48, v. 25, 16, begs the 
Blefling of his Angel Guardian for his two Grand- 
fons Ephraim and Manajeh, God before whom my 
Fathers Abraham aad Uaac did walk, the God which 
fed me all my Life long until this Day, the Angel 
which redeemed me from all Evil, blefs the Lads. 
The fame Facob Hofea 12, v. 4. Wept and made 
Supplication to'an Angel. AndS. Fobn Rev. 1, v. 
4. writing to the feven Churches of A/a Petitions 
for the Interceffion of the feven chief Angels in 
their Favour. Grace be unto you and Peace from 
him which is and whith was,and which is to come, and 
[rom the feven Spirits which are lefore his Throne. 4

_ Q. What do you mean by Relicks? 

A. The Bodies or Bones of Saints; or any 
Thing elfe that has belong’d to them. 

Q. What Grounds have you for paying a Veneration 
to the Relicks of the Saints ? 

A. Befides the ancient Tradition and Practice of 
the Arft Ages.attefted by the beft Monuments of 
Antiquity, we have been warranted to do fo by 
many illuftrious Miracles done at the ‘Tombs and 
by the Relicks of the Saints (fee St. Augu/tin L. 22, 
Of the City of God, cap. 8.) Which God, who is 
Truth and Sanétity itfelf, would never have effected, 
if this Honour paid to the precious Remnants of his 
Servants were not agreeable to him. 

Q. Have you any Inflances in Scripture of Miracles 
done by Relicks 2 


A. Yes, we read 2 Kings 13, y. 21. of adead Man’ 


rais‘d to Life by the Bones of the Prophet Elijia > 
And Adis.r9, v. 12. From the Body of Paul were 
brought unto the Sick Hankerchiefs or Aprons, and 


the Difeaj‘es departed from them, and the evil Spirits 


went out of them. 
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Of Images. 

Q. AAT is your Doétrine as to Images ? 
> 4, We hold that the Images or Pictrres 
of Chriff, of his blefied Mother ever Virgin, and of 
other Saints are to be had and retain’d; and that 

due Honour and Veneration is'to be given them. 
Q. Do you not worfrip Images ? : 
A. No, by no means, if by or/bip you mean 


~ divine Honour : For this we don’t give to the highef ~ 
Angel or Saint, nor even to the Virgin AZary, mech

lefs to Images, 
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Q. Do you not pray to Images 2 

4. No we don’t: Becaufe as both our Catechifm 
and common Sente teaches us, They can neither Sees 
nor hear, nor help us. Doway Catechifm. 

Q.Why then do you pray before an Image or Crucifix? 

A. Becayle the Sight of a good Piéture or Image, 
for example of Chri/f upon’ the Crofs, helps to en- 
kindle Devotion in our Hearts towards him that 
has loved us to that Excefs, as to lay down his Life 
for the Love of us. 

Q. Are you not taught to put your Truft and Con- 
Jidence in Images, as the Heathens did in their Ldp/s a 
as if there were a certain Virtue, Power or Divinity 
refiding in them. 

4. No, we are exprefly taught the Contrary by 
the Council of Trent Seffion 25. 

Q. How do you prove that it is lawful to make or 

keep the Images of Chrilt and his Saints 2 

- A. Becaute God himfelf commanded Mojes,Exod, 
25, V. 18, 19, 20, 21. to make two Cherubims of 
beaten Gold, and place them at the two Ends of the 
Mercy-feat over the Ark of the Covenant in the ve~ 
ry Sanctuary. And there, fays he v. 22, will I meet 
with thee, and I will commune with thee Jrom above 
the Mercy-feat from between the twoCheritdims which 
are upon the Ark of the Te/timony of all Things which 
L will give thee in Commandment unto the Children of 
Iitacl. God alfo commanded ; Numb. 21, v, 8, 9. 
a Serpent of Brais to be made, for the healing of 
thofe who were bit by the fiery Serpents: Which 
Serpent was an Emblem of Chrift, Fobn 3, y. 14515. 

Q. Bur is it not forbidden, Exad. 20, Vv. 4. To 
make. the Likenefs of any Thing in Heaven above, 
or in the Earth beneath, or in. the Waters under 
the Earth? 

A. It is forbidden to make ta ourselves any fuch 
Imaze or Likeneis; thatis to fay, to make it our God, 
or put our Truit in it, and give it the Honour which: 
belongs to God: Which is explain’d by the follow- 
Ep inz 
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ing Words, Thow halt not bow down thyfelf to thems 
(that is, hou fhalt not adore them, for fo both the 
Septuagint and Vulgate tranilate it) wor Jerve them. 
Otherwile if all Likenefles were forbid by this Com- 
mandment we fhould be obliged to fing down our 
Sign-Pofts, and deface the King’s Coin. 

Q. What Kind of Honour do Catholicks give to 
the Images of Chrilt and his Saints ? 

A. A relative Honour ? 

Q. What do you mean by a relative Honour? 

A. By a. relative Honour, 1 mean an Honour 
which is given to a Thing, not for any intrinfick 
Excellence or Dignity in the Thing itfelf, but bare- 
ly for the Relation it has to fomething elie, as when 
the Courtiers bow to the Chair of State, or Chri- 
flians to the Name of Fefus, which isan Image or 
Remembrance of our Saviour to the Ear, as the 
Crucifix is to the Eye. 

. Have you any Inflances of this relative Honour 

allow’d by Proteftants ? 
“4. Yes. In the Honour they give to the Name of 
‘Fefits, to their Churches, to the Altar, to the Bible, 
to the Symbols of Bread ani Wine in the Sacrament. 
Such alfo was the Honour which the Fetws gave to 
the Ark and Cherubims, and which Mojes and Fo- 
fouah gave to the Land on which they ftood as being 
Boly Ground. Exod. 3, V. 5. Fah. 55 Ve 15s Sl. 

Q. How do you prove that there isa relative Honour 
due to the Images or Pidtures of Chritt and bisSaints ? 

A. From the Ditates of common Senfe and Rea- 
fon, as well as of Piety and Religion which teach us 
to exprefs our Love and Efteem for the Perfons 
whom we honour by fetting a Value upon all Things 
that belong to them, or have any Relation to them : 
Thus a loyal Subject, a dutiful Child,a loving Friend 


value the Pictures of their King, Father or Friend 5 — 


and thofe who make no Scruple of abufing the Image 
of Chrift would feverely punith the Man that would 
abufe the Image of his King. 
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Q. Does your Church allow of Images of God the 
Father, or of the Blefed Trinity? . 

4. Our Profeflion of Faith makes no Mention of 
fuch Images as thefe: Yet. we don’t think them 
unlawful, provided that they be not underftood to 
bear any Likenefg or Refemblance of the Divinity, 
which cannot be exprefs’d in Colours,. or reprefent- 
.ed by any. human ‘Workmanthip.. For as Prote- 
Stants make no Difficulty of Painting the Holy Ghoft 
under the Figure of a Dove, becaufe he appear’d fo 
when Chrifl wasbapti2’d, Matt. 3,v. 16. So we make 
no Difficulty ofpainting God the Father under the 
_ Figure of a VenerableOld Man; becaufe he appear’d 
.in that Manner to the Prophet Daniel.cap. 7, V.9. 
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Of Indulgences. 
Q. Hi AT do you mean by Indulgences ? : 


4. Not Leave to commit Sin, nor Par- 
don for Sins to come. But only a Releafing by the 
Power of the Keys committed’ to the Church the 
Debt of temporal Punifhment, which may remain 
due upon Account of our Sins, after the Sins them- 
felves as to the Guilt and eternal Punifhment, have 
been already remitted by Repentance and Confeflion. 

Q, Can you prove from Scripture that thereis a 
Punifhment often due upon Account of our Sins after. 
the Sins themfelves have been remitted 2 . i 

A. Yes, this evidently appears in the Cafe-of King 
David, 2 Sam. 12. where altho” the Prophet Na- 
than upon his Repentance, tells him, vy. 13. Lhe 4 
Lord hath put away thy Sin. Yet he denounces un- 
to him many terrible Punifhments, v. 10, E15 125 

‘14. which fhould be inilicted by reafon of this Sin, 
which accordingly afterwards enfued. 

Q. What is the, Faith of your Church touching 
Indulgences ? ear 

Titers .—E "a, ’Tis 
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A.’ Tis compris’d in thefe Words of our Profeffion 
of Faith, J affirm that the Power of Indulgences 
was left by Chvift in the Church, and that the ufe of . 
them is moft wholefome to Chriftian People. = 

Q. Upon what Scripture do you ground this? . 

A. The Power of granting Indulgences was left 
by Chriff to the Church, Matt. 16, v. 19. lwilt 
give unto thee the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven : 
And whatfeever thou jalt bind on Earth, fhall be 
bound in Heaven: And whatfoever thou fhalt loofe on 
Earth fall be loos'd in Heaven. And we have an - 
Inftance in Scripture of St. Paul’s granting an In- 
dulgence to the Corinthian whom he had put under 
Penance for Inceft. 2 Cor. 2, v. 10. To whom ye. 
forgive any Thing (he {peaks of the -inceftuous Sin- 
ner whom he had defired them now to receive) I 
forgive alfo: For if L forgave any Thing, to svbom 1 
“forgave it, for your fakes forgave I it in the Perjon of, 
Chrift: That is; by the Power and Authority re- 
ceiv’'d from kim. 
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Of the Supremacy of St. Peter and his Succeffors. 
Q. HAT is the Catholick Doctrine as to the 
Popes Supremacy ? x 

do itis comprifed in thefe two Articles. 1. That 
St. Peter by divine Commiffion was Head of the 
Church under sie: 2ly, That the Pope or Bifhop 
of Rome as Succellor to St. Peter, is at prefent Head 

of the Church and Chrif’s Vicar upon Earth, * 

Q. How do you prove St. Peter’s Supremacy ? 
A. Firft, From the very Name of -Peter or Cé- 
phas which ficnifies a-Rock, which Name our Lord, 
“who does nothing without Reafon, gave to him, 
who before was call’d Siemon, to fignify that he fhould 
be as the Rock or Foundation upon which he would 
build his Church, According to what he himéelf 
. declared 
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declared Mart. 16, y. 18. when he told him Thou 
art Peter (that is a Rock) and upon Tuis Rock 
will I build my Church, and the Gates of Hell fhalt 
not prevail againft it. 
 2dly, From the following Words, Matt. 16, v- 
19. I will give unto thee the Keys of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and whatjoever thou fralt bind on Earth, 
hall be bound in Heaven: And whatjoever thou fhalt 
loofe on Earth, shall be lod in Heaven. Where 
under the Figure of the Keys of the ‘Kingdom of 
Heaven, our Lord enfured to Peter the chief Au- 
thority in his Church: As when a King gives to 
one of his Officers the Keys of a City, he thereby 
declares that he makes him Governor of that City. ~ 

_3dly, From Luke 22, v..31, 32. The Lord faid 
Simon, Simon behold Satan hath defired to have 
you, that he may fift you as Wheat. But I have 
pray’d for thee, that thy Faith fail not, and when 
thou art converted firengthen thy Brethren. In 
which Text our Lord.not only declared his parti- 
cular Concern for Peter in praying for him that his 
Faith might not fail: But alfo committed to him 
the Care of his Brethren the other Apoftles, in 
charging him to confirm or ftrengthen them. 

4thly, From ‘John 21, v. 15, Se. Jefus /aith to- 
Simon Peter, Simon Son of Jonas love/t thou me 
more than the/e?. He faith unto him, yea Lord thou 
knoweft that I love thee. He faith unto him, Frxp 
my Lames : He /aith to him again the fecond Time, 
Simon Son. of Jonas love/? thou me 2 He faith unto 

him, yea Lord thou knoweft that I love thee. He } 
faith unto him, Frrp MY SHEEP. He faith unto

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Flock, of all’ his Sheep without Exception, that is 
of his whole Church.. 

-Q. How dovyou. prove that this. Commiffion given 
to Peter defcends to the Pope or Bifbop of Rome? 


A. Becaufe by thé unanimous Content of the Fa-: 


thers and the Tradition of the Church in all Ages, : 
the Bifhops of Rome are the Succeflors of St. Peter, 
who tranflated his Chair from 4utioch to Romie, and 
died Bifhop of Rome. Hence the See of Rome in 
all Ages is call’d The See of Peter, the Chair of Peters, 
and abfolutely The See Apoffolick: And in that Qua- 
lity has from.the Beginning: exercis’d Jurifdiction 
over all other Churches; as appears from the beft 
Records of; ancient Church Hittory. 


__Befides fuppofing the Supremacy of St. Peter, 


which we| have: proved above from plain Scripture, 
it muft confequently be allowed'that this Supremacy 
which Chri? eftablifhed. for the better Govern~ 
ment .of his: Church and maintaining of Unity, 


was not to die with Peter, no more than the . 


Church; which: he: promis’d ‘fhould ftand for ever. 


For how can any Chriftian: imagine that Chri * 


thould appoint:a. Head for the Government of his 
Church, :and maintaining of Unity during the Apo- 
ftles Time; and defign another Kind of Govern- 
ment for fucceeding Ages, when:there. was like to 
be:fo much more‘need of a Head. ‘Therefore we: 
muft grant that St. Peter’s Supremacy was by Suc- 
ceffion to defcend to fome Body. Now I would 
' willingly know who has Half fo faira Title to this 
Succeffion as thé Bifhop of Rome? 


Q. Why do you.call the Roman Church the Moe ’ 


ther and Miftrefs of all Churches ? 

A. Becaufe, as we have already feen, her Bifhop 
is St. Peter’s Succeflor and Chrifi’s Vicar upon 
Earth; and confequently the Father and Paftor of 
all the Faithful: And therefore: this Church, as.be+ 
ing St. Peters See is the Mother and Miftrefs of all

Churches. 3 
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CONCLUSION. 


‘a: AV E you any Thing more to add in Con- 
firmation of all thefe Tenets contain’d in 
your Profeffion of Faith 2 

A. I hall add no more than this, that having al- 
ready proved in the firft Chapter that the Church in 
Communion with Rome is the true and only Church 
of Chri/f, and confequently her Councils and Paftors 
the Guides of divine Appointment which Chrift 
has eftablifh’d to be our Conductors in the Way to 
a happy Eternity, it follows that we fhould with- 
out further Hefitation believe and profefs what this 
Church and her Paftors believe and profefs; and 
condemn and reject, what they condemn and. reject. 
Afluring ourfelves that by doing thus we: fhall be 
fecure, fince we fhall follow thofe Guides which 

. Chrift himfelf has appointed, whom he has com- 
manded us to hear, and with whom he has promis’d 
to abide to -the End of the World. 

Q, Why do you in your Profeffion of Faith make a 
Declaration: of receiving in particular the Doctrine 
of the Council of ‘Trent? 

A. Becaule this was the laft general Council 
cal’?d. in Oppofition' to the new Doctrines .of 
Luther and Calvin: And therefore we particularly 
declare our Affent to the Decrees of this Council 
as’ being levell’d againft thofe Herefies which have 
been moft prevalent in thefe two laft Ages. 

May the God of Unity, Peace and Truth by his - 
infinite Mercy conduét all Chri/tians to Unity, Peace 
and Truth. Amen, Amen.

violent in his: Declamations againft ail thofe of what 
Quality foever, who diflented in the leaft from him. 
But what was the moft Scandalous in a pretended 
Reftorerof the Purity of Religion was his marrying a 
Nun, after the moft folemn Vows by which both he 
and fhehad confecrated themfelves to God in the State 
of perpetual Continency. In which he was imitated 
by-a great Part of the firft.

_ 2, He and his firft Affociates were certainly Schif-

Churches pure or impure, true or falfe that were then 
upon Earth and ftood alone upon their own Bottom: 
Therefore if there was any fuch Thing then in the 
| World as the true Church of Chrift (as there muft al+ 
ways be if the Scripture and Creed be true) Luther 
and his Fellows feparating from all Churches muft 
haye-feparated: from’ the true, and-confequentl y muft 
have been Schifmaticks. 4¢ fir/t; fays Luther in the 
Preface to his Works; J was all alone. Which is con 
firm’d by Dr, Tillot/on Serm. 49, p. 588. And Mr. 
Collier in his hiftorical Di€tionary under Martin Lu- 
ther, where he praifes his Ma snanimity in haying op- 
hofed himjelf alone to the whblé Earth,

VI. not'to fpeak of the 
Miniftry of Q. Elizabeth, the moft Wicked, fays a late 
Protefant Hiftorian (Short View of Eng.

5. I'he Foundations of the Reformation of Eug- 
land were aid by manifold Sacriledges, in pulling 
down Monafteries and other Houfes confecrated to: 
God; rifling and pitlaging Churches, alienating 
Church-Lands &c. as may be feen im: the Hiftory of 
the Reformation by Dr. Heylin.

8. Wherefoever the Reform’d Gofpel was preach’d 
it brought forth Seditions, Tumults, Rebellions &¢. 
as appears from all the Hiftories of thofe Times. In-~ 
fomuch, that in France alone the Reform’d Gofpel- 
lers befides innumerable other Outrages are faid to 
have deitroy’d no lefs than twenty thoufand: 
Churches. ‘ferujalem and Babel p. 158, How little . 
does fuch a Reformation refemble the firft Efta- 
blifhment of the Church of "Chai? ?

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9. The Fruitsof the Reformation were fuch as could 
not {pring fromagood Tree. 1.An innumerableSpawn 
of Herefies. 2. Endlefs Diflenfions. 3. A perpetual ftch 
of Changing, and Inconftancy in their Doétrine. 4. 
Atheifin, Deifm, Latitudinarianifin, and barefaced Im- 
piety; In fine, a vifible Change of Manners for the 
worle, as many of their own Writers freely acknow- 
ledge, and old Zrafnus long ago objected to them £ p. 
adVultur. where he defies them to thew him one who 
had been reclaim’d from Vice by going over to their 
Religion ; and declares he never yet met with one 
who did not feem chang’d for the worfe. 

10. That Religion is the beft to live in which is 
the fafeft to die in, and that in the Judgment of dying 
Men who are not like to be byafed at that Time by 
Intereft, Humour or Paflion.

troverfies in Religion, and authorizing him to pre- _ 
fer his.own Whimfies before the Judgment of the . 
whole Church. Could it be confiftent with the Wif- 
dom and Providence of God to leave his Church 
without fome more certain Means of deciding Con- . 
troverfies and maintaining Unity? No certainly.
